And the Steamer John Means Sinks 
immediately. 
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The Pilot and Three Hands Miss- 
ing and Undoubtedly Killed. 
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Others Injured Severely—Details of the 
Disaster—No Insurance. 


Now is the time of the year when the major- 
ity of the steamboat boiler explosions occur on 
the Mississippi River. These explosions are 
gue, many river men think, to the sediment 
which comes down the Miss®uri River with the 
Spring rise. The first aecident of the kind to re- 
cord for ise] took place last night near Osccola, 
ninety miles this sideMi Memphis. It was just 
auiter 6 o'clock p. W@W. when the boilers of the 
Jobn Means, without warning blew up with such 
terribie effect that the boat sank ina few mo- 
ents. Asthe pointis not easily .accessible, 
the details were not learned in fullin this city 
up to noonto-day. The Means belongs to the 
St. Louis and New Orleans Transportation 
Company of this city, and of whieh Capt. Lon- 
rey is President and Web Samuel 
Vice-President. From Capt. Lourey 
Was learned that the crew of 
Means consisted of twenty-five) men. 
captain, Wm. MeCieNan, of St. Louls, is 
ported unhurt. Fourmen only are missing, 
but the list of the scalded and wounded was 
not known to the company here. The missing 
men are John Seales, a pilot who resides in 
Paducah, Kentucky; two firemen whose 
nemes and residences were uil- 
known, and one deckman, also 
unknown. The Means had in tow five barges, 
which itis supposed were saved. The John 
Means was built eight years ago, and was Val- 
ned at $80,000, There was bo insurance upon 
her against explosion, and, therefore, she will 
be nearly atotal loss, even if the hull is raised. 
The Means was not bnilt by the Transportation 
Company, but was bought from the builders 
soon after its completion. Further particulars 
concerning the disuster are hourly expected by 
the omMecers of the company. The engineer 
of the steamer, John Weaver of Bethalto, Lil., 
hes been longin theservice of the company 
and was considered a careful and compotent 
man. While at Memphis, and of course 
only a few hours before the 3 acci- 
dent occnrred, the boilers of the boat were 
cleaned thoroughly. The barges were all 
empty with the caception of 660 tons of railroad 
iron and cighty-four tons of tin plate. The 
steamer Belle of Memphis rendered pvrerit as 
sistance in picking up and caring tor these 
barges.

WHEREAS, Therapid growth of the country 
and the large increase of business and earnings 
et the leading roads in thestate are shown by 
reports and make it manifest that treight and 
pussengers nay be transported on said roads 
aut a auch lower rate than is fixed 
by the schedule now in force, and 
thereby the producing and commercial inter- 
ests ol the State will be greatly benetited and 
no wrong donetothe railroads; theretore, be 
itreselved bythe House ot Representatives, 
the senate concurring therein, that the rail- 
reads and warebouse Commissioners be and 
they are hereby requested to 
revise the schedule for. the rates of 
freight and passengers for the railroads 
of the State of Illinois a8 soon as practicable, 
and make such reduction in rates as in their 
judgment would be just and fair between the 
railroad companies and the producing interests 
in the State of Illinois. 

The joint resolution was adopted and sent to 
the Senate urging the Senators and members 
ot Congress to use all possible means to secure 
the appointment of Hon. Emory Cobb, of Kan- 
kakee, to be the Commissioner of Agriculture.

SCHOOLS IN.OLD ROME. 


ae 


How They Taught Grammar, Flogged 
the Boys and Paid the Teachers. 
, From the New York Times. 

Prof. R. F. Leighton, Pb. D., read a paper 
on “Tbe System of Education in Ancient 
Rome,’’ before the ons Island Historical 5o- 
ciety last cvening. reat attention, the 
reader said, was paid among the Romans to 
the study of grammar and of correct modes 
of expressiov. ‘In society pure grammar was 
a subject of fashionable conversation. Crates, 
the Greek professor, instituted the first course 
of lectures onthe subject. Lucilius, in the 
the ninth book of his Satires, inaugurated the 
first spelling reform. Dionysius Thrax 
wrote the first elementary grammar, 
After the Punic wars the Greek cul- 
ture became so fashionable that by many 
it was preferred to their mother tongue. 
Greek was the language of diplomacy, art, 
science, poetry and philosophy. Atseven 
vears of age the Roman boys studied Greek 
and Latin grammar together. The sons of 
centurions went to sehool at 5o’clock a. m., 
with their satchels and counting tables slung 
over their shoulders, and studied in school- 
rooms onthe ground floor, where they were 
so well and thoroughly flogged that their 
howls arousedthe neighbors at very unrea- 
sonable hours. Martial and other satirists 
spoke oftheir cries and blubbering as one 
of the chief nuisances of the early morning 
hours—almost as great a pest to lute risers as 
our street criers in fact. The masters were 
great disciplinarians, and esteemed corporal 
punishment one of the chief means of induct- 
ing that precious boon, knowledge, into dull 
heads. Ifa boy pronounced a single syllable 
wrong he was beaten black and blue, and his 
body so covered with weals and welts that it 
resembled a patchwork coverlet, or a coat of 
manv colors. The ancients believed that 
boys Were naturally vicious, and required 
taming. So great a teacher as Plato laid 
down the axiom that “A boy was the most 
ferocious of animals.’’ Others, like Quin- 
tilian, protested against undue flogging. 
Pictures found in Herculaneum showed that 
the English system of flogging was likewise 
in vogue; also, that in some schools both 
sexes Were taught together, 2ithough the ed- 
ucation of girls was comparatively neglected. 
In the higher social circles girls were taught 
music and dancing and other fashionabvle 
branches, as now-a-days. Sehool .books 
were as cheap as with us fifty years ago. A 
text-book of 700 verses could be hud in three 
separate editions for 80, 59,and even aslow as 
eight cents. Tuition was very cheap, less 
than acentadav. The boys had holidays in 
March and December, and a long vacation in 
the summer, from June 24 to October 19, a 
great part of which was spent with their par- 
ents at Roman Newports und Coney Islands. 
At fourteen they were put into high schools, 
where they studied rhetoric, poetry and 
belles-lettres generally, their previous efforts 
having been confined to reading, writing and 
arithmetic, with Greek and Latin grammar 
and verses. The vounzer children were 
taught their letters and numerals by means of 
small ivory blocks, as at the present day. The 
pay of a teacher was $30 a year—about 100 
times less than than of a ballet-dancer. 


Belgian Hospitality. 
From tuc London Times. 

The Belgians are the only hospitable peoplo 
still remaining in Europe, and think nothing 
of asking a perfect stranger to join their fam- 
ily circle in a five minutes’ acquaintance. If, 
therefore, atraveler stops in any place where a 
wedding or christening is going on, it gener- 
ally depends on himself whether he will be 
one of the guests ornot. Not long ago I had 
gone to bed at a Belgian inn, when I heard a 
resolute knocking at my chamber door. and 
some giggling as of some laughing girls out- 
side. It was about 11:30 o’clock p. m., and I 
gotup, much wondering what could be the 
matter. The landlord had sent his daughter 
and some of her young friends to ask if I 
would join a midnight pilgrimage they were 
about to maketotheshrine of a neighboring 
suintin fultillment of a promise they had 
made to a deceased relative. I got 
up, joined their party, and it was cer- 
tainly the jolliest pilgrimage [ ever saw 
or heard of. We walked along some 
country roads by starlight, singing songs 
whicb were not of a particularly saintly char- 
acter, and when we had accomplished the ob- 
ject of our mission inaquaint old chapel 
where the saint worshiped we wandered out 
to a picturesque village and ate hot rolls and 
fresh butter with some excellent coffee. As 
we returned by rail inthe early summer 
morning, the whole family seemed to have 
adopted me into their connection, and treated 
me entirely as one ef themselves. The Duchy 
of Luxembourg is,if possible, still more patzri- 
archal in thegnanner of its people, and a man 
I know was invited by some people he had 
never seen before to pass a month at their cha- 
teau. Whatis perhaps still stranger is that 
he went, was really well received, and that 
the impromptu acquaintance thus turned out 
to be mutually satisfactory. Belgium is now 
by far the cheapest place in Europe, except 
some of the remote parts of Italy; and in 
Belgium orin the Duchy of Luxembourg the 
fare is everywhere excellent, while in [taly 
one may have to live on maccaroni and toma-

The Late Czar’s Marriage. 
From the New York Tribune. 

Early last vear the Empress Maria returned 
tosSt. Petersburg irom Italy, and on the 3d of 
June she died after a long illness.In October, 
four months after the death of the late Em- 
press, the Czar contracted a morganatic mar- 
riage with the Princess Dolgorouki, with 
whom he had been on terms of intimacy since 
1869, When his family beard of contemplat- 
ed marriage efforts were nade to prevent it, 
or at least to delay it until the year of mourn- 
ing was atanend. ‘The Czar, however, in- 
sisted on executing his plan. The members 
of the imperial family quitted Russia,and the 
marriage was quietly celebrated at Livadia. 
Soon after, the Czur’s eldest son returned 
from England and went at once to Livadia, 
where a reconciliation took place, and _ his 
wife consented to recetve the Princess. The 
latter—so the story runs—fell at the feet of 
the Grand Duchess, sobbing, and craved for- 
giveness for entering the Imperial! family. 
The Grand Duchess raised the weeping wo- 
man and gave her the kiss of peace. ‘The cur- 
rent explanation of the hasty marriage was 
that the Czar, whose general health had been 
growing worse for some time, was afraid 
that his life might terminate suddenly, and 
thus prevent him from giving the sanction of 
marriage to a connection to which he was 
completely devoted. The Princess had leng 
had considerable influence overthe Czar, but 
she was first induced to exercise this influ- 
ence in political affairs through the solicita- 
tions of State dignitaries and by petitions 
from less influential persons. 


Justin McCarthy Snubbed. 


From a London Letter. 


A fresh instance of-the tyranny of the Saxon 
has come to light. Mr. Justin McCarthy was 
some time ago invited to lecture before the 
London Institution, an excellent organization 
in the city, which has a good library, and 
arranges every winter a double course of lec- 
tures, afternoon and evening, which are 
largely attended, and which men like Pro- 
fessor Huxley and Mr. Ruskin do not disdain 
to take part in. Mr. McCarthy accepted the 
invitation, and chose “‘Ireland’’ as his sub- 
ject. He gave the committee to understand 
that he intended to treat his topic in a purely 
historical way; current politics being for- 
bidden here as at the Royal Institution 
in Albemarle street. But Mr. McCarthy, as 
you know, has lately been drawn into the 
whirlpool of Land League and Home Rule 
controversy. Since Mr. Parrell quitted the 
helm, Mr. McCarthy has taken it, and gow 
the committee, have civilly but distinctly in- 
timated to him that they feel themselves 
obliged to withdraw from the leader of ob- 
struction in the House of Commons the invi- 
tation they had given to the historian. One 
is sorry for Mr. McCarthy, who is personally 
a favorite, but it may be said that no commit- 
tee at this moment could well take the re- 
sponsibility of introducing to an English au- 
dience a lecturer who is known t6 the public 
as Mr. Parneli’s lieutenant. 


Reaction After the Mining Stock Fever 
: —Bess Gambling Now. 

San Francisco Correspondence New York Suan. 

» “There seems to be a prevailing opinion in 
the Exstern cities that capitulists are desert- 
ifg San Francisco, # rats desert an unsea- 
worthy ship, and that this hitherto prosper- 
ous city has received a serious if not dunzer- 
ous check to its rapid growth. It is also said 
that San Francisco’s place as the metropoli- 
tan city of the Pacific coast is to be disputed 
by new towns on the north and south of us. 
This opinion is&very erroneous one. It has 
a very slight basis of truth as to our present 
condition, and it involves a very incorrect 
estimate of the resources of the State of Cali- 
fornia, andthe rapidly growing trade with 
China, Japan, the islands of the Pacific and 
Central America, upon which the solid pros- 
perity of Sau Francisco rests. 

It is true that the city is now suffering a re- 
action from the tnflation which ruled in the 
bonanza years from 1874 to 1877. During that 
period stock gambling was carried on to an 
extent unknown to older American cities. 
Men and women of all conditions of life risked 
the accumulations and earnings of years on 
the wild fluctuations of mining stocks. Every 
wild-cat mining swindle that was put upon 
the market was eagerly taken up by the 
thousands of confiding dupes who believed 
that mining inyestments promised a sure and 
straight road to fortune. Mining sharps who 
had been but at fewremoves from beggar 
when the excitement began became rich 
menina few months, and, as might have 
been expected, they distributed their money 
freely and _ lavishly. Few regarded 
the enormous yield of the two bonanza mines 
as anything but inexhaustible, ana not a few 
believed that equally preductive deposits 
would be found in many other mines on or 
nezr the Comstock. Speculators from all 
parts of the Union, as well as from England 
and Germany, flocked to San Francisco. Real 
estate in the vicinity of the Stock Exchange 
trebled and quadrupled in value. Speculation 
in real estate:in all parts of the city became 
almost as Wild and unreasonabie as that in 
the stocks themselves. Enormous hotels, 
that are years in advance of the needs of the 
city, Were constructed, and costly and ex- 
travagantly furnished private mansions were 
built by lucky speculators, who fondly be- 
lieved that their temporary and evanescent 
prosperity rested upon a substantial founda- 
ticn. 

All this speculative and imaginary prosper: 
ity is now at an end.The bonanzas have ceused 
to yield their millions, and their blind votaries 
on the outside are now too impecunious to 
repcnd tothe call for assessments. Seats at 
the Sun Francisco Stock Exehange bave 
shrunk from $35,000 to 33,000, with no buyers: 
and the rival mining exchange, the Pacliiic, 
where seats sold at $7,000 in 1876,is closed. 
The vocation of the mining stock sharp is atan 
endin San Francisco. All the members of 
the fraternity who could collect money 
enough from the wreck of their fortunes to 
migrate to New York and Boston are now 
busily at Workin those cities. They naturally 
picture San Francisco as a ruined and aban- 
coned town, forgetting that it was only their 
special vocation, and not the substantial in- 
austries of the State and city, that had col- 
la ysed. 

‘hese men can hardly be classed as substan- 
tial citizens who bave deserted San Francis- 
co. The only prominent capitalists who have 
changed their residence are Mr. D. G. Millis, 
Mr. James Keene, and the brothers Glazier. 
They leave behind them here scores of men as 


| rich or richer than themselves, who sti!l have 


unshaken faith in the future of San Francis- 
co. The bonanza firm; the Central Pacific 
Railroad men, Haggin and Tevis, Nicholas 
Leming, Lux and Miller, Claus Spreckels, and 
a dozen others who count their possessions 
by tens of miilions are still here, and intend 
to stav. 

Absurd stories reach us from the East of 
the supposed wealth ofthe members of the 
bonanza firm. They are rich enough to afford 
to laugh at these exaggerated estimates. The 
bonanza firm originally consisted ef five 
members—Flood and O’Brien, who kept a 
bar and lunch room in San Francisco; Mackey 
and Fair, who were miners on the Comstock, 
and J. M. Walker. The iast named retired 
before the great find on the Consolidated Vir- 
ginia and California made his partners enor- 
mously ricl. Mackey bought Walker out, and 
thus Lecumethe owner of two shares. O’Brien 
died three years ago, leaving an estate valued 
at between nine and ten millions. With this 
as a guide, Mackey may be put down as worth 
a little over $25,000,000, and Flood and Fair 
at $12,000,600 each. 

The opening of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road into Arizona has had a favorable effect 
upon the southern section of the State, the 
county of Los Angelos alone producing and 
selling $500,000 per month more than in any 
previous year. This increase is likely to go 
on. The California wheat crop of last year 
exceeds by 300,000 tons that of any other 
year, and the wine and grape crop is more 
than doubled in value. e steamers to 
China and Australia go out filled with Cali- 
fornia produce. The trade with the Sand- 
wich Islands is running upintothe millions, 
and giving empioyment to a fleet of fine ves- 
sels built upon this coast. The largest and 
most complete sugar refinery in the United 
States is being built by Mr. Claus Spreckels. 
Two new woolen mills are about starting up; 
small manufactures are rapidly increasing. 

Best of all, the people have given up stock 
gambling. They understand that their own 
and San Francisco’s future must be built up 
by legitimate business enterprise. 


A Wicked City in New Mexico. 
From the Washington Star. 

A private letter received in this city from a 
Washingtonian now in Las Vegas, New Mex- 
ico, says: ‘*l was down last week to Albu- 
querque,which is a town of some importance, 
being the eastern terminus of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad, But itis a wicked town, 
worse than Las Vegas, thoughit is bad en- 
ough. In Albuquerque they advertise—with 
transparencies—keno, faro and “thigh ball’’ as 
leading amusements. ‘The new town is on 
the railroad, and the old town is about a mile 
and a quarter distant to the northwest. It is 
not an unfrequent occurrence that strangers 


’ passing from one town to the other are yviven 


the command, “‘hands up,” and, after obeying 
the command, they are searched, and what 
Valuables and money they may _ have 
are taken from’ them.

Tripp, and now living in the 
family of the latter. Last fall Mrs. Flint 
wrote to Mrs. Garfield, and recefved the fol- 
lowing letter from her. It contains 80 much 
that is interesting that we give it. The letter 
is written by the old lady herself, ina peculiar 
handwriting, the letters being tremulous with 
age, but very tall and wellmade. We give 
the letter below: 
MENTOR, O , September 17, 1880. 

My Dear Cousin:—With much pleasure and 
surprise I received your very welcome letter. 
I have often thought of you, but did not know 
whether you were living or not; having got 
your letter I resolved to answer it without de- 
lay. Inthe first place we are all well, for 
which Iam truly thankful. I hardly know 
where to begin. It will be seventeen years in 
December since James first went to Congress.

We 
always come to Ohio summers, Four 
vears ago James bought a farm in Mentor, 
in Lake county, of one hundred and fifty-six 
acres. Itis a splendid farm. We have horses 
and cows, ard sheep and hogs, and turkeys 
and hens. We enjoy livingon the farm very 
much. Itis only sixteen miles from Orange, 
where James was born. My children are 
livirg near me, but my oldest son he lives in 
Michigan, isa farmer, has two children, a 
son and a daughter, both married. The 
girts both live where they did when you 
were here, James has five children, four 
sous and one daughter. The two oldest boys 
are at school in N. H.in Concord. They have 
been there one year and are going another 
year.

How [wish [ could 
see you and what a good time we would have, 
but my sands of life are nearly run out, I

l am happy to tell you that we are all pretty 
well, but a good deal tired out. We 
have passed through the greatest 
rush of people for the last 
six months that I ever saw. Since the inaugu- 
ration itis one steady stream of old friends 
calling. It takes pretty much all of the time 
to entertain them; they want to see the 
President’s mother. Iam the first mother 
that has occupied the White House and her 
son President, but I feel very thankful for 
such ason.

While the direct 
descendants of the Bonapartes are scattered 
over Europe in exile, or living in France on 
sufferance, or marrying the daughters of 
gamblers at Monaco, the line of the divorced 
Empress Josephine is ruling in various courts, 
marrying and mating with the oldest princi- 
palities on the continent.

The Aerolite Which Was Recently Pur- 


chased by Prof. Ward. 
From the Rochester Democrat. 


Aerolites are always an object of interest, 
whetber they weigh twenty-five tons, as the 
largest one does, which is in the Royal Acad- 
emy at Stockholm, or whether they weigh 
only a few hundred pounds, of which weight 
there are many specimens. A reporter of the 
Democrat an hronicle, hearing that the 
University of Rochester had just purchased 
an aerolite, called on Dr. S. A. Lattimore to 

et a few facts concerning the matter. Dr. 

ttimore referred him to Mr. Howell, at 
Prof. Ward’s, as the man who could givé more 
yarticular and historic information. Accord- 
ingly the reporter went thither, and Mr. How- 
el! kindly gave all the desired information. 

Dr. J. Lawrence Smith of Louisville, the 
great authority on aerolites, meteors, etc., 18 
the author of a catalogue giving the data of 
This catalogue states 
that Cohahuila was found ina town of the 
same name in Mexico in 1866. Cohahuila be- 
ing an iron aerolite, was not seen to fall. The 
fact is, iron aerolites are, asarule, not seen 
to fall, only two being mentioned in the cata- 
logue, among a large number that Were seen, 
and only three baving been seenin their de- 
scent. Stony meteorites, on the contrary, are 
ofteen seen to fall. Prof. Ward purctased 
Cohahuila from Dr. Smith. It weighed,when 
whole, 420 pounds, and was remarkable on 
account of the fact that it was cracked almost 
throuch, so that when sawed the pieces fell 
apart. It wasirregular in shape, but was 
substantially a foot square. The piece bouzht 
by the university isa chunk cut out of the 
middle, and is a beautiful specimen. 

The admixtures of the troilite and the dau- 
Lrelite are well brought out. The chemical 
term .of troilite is ferrous sulphide, and of 
daubrelite, chromiumsulphide. Whatmaikes 
nerolites still more remarkable is the fact that 
thcse compounds have never been found upon 
the earth. It cannot be said that they do not 
exist upon the earth, but as yet no such com- 
pounds bave been found. They can, how- 
ever, be artificially made, and this is the ouly 
way in which they are treated of in the latest 
French work onthe subject of chemistry. 
Mr. Howell showed the the reporter a beauti- 
ful specimen that was ordered by letter yes- 
terday afteygoom {oy tas yoyal Muscum 
of Viena. This piece is valued- at 
$100 and will constitute a good ac- 
quisition to the museum. Another 
piece, somewhat smalier, was clegantly etch- 
ed so as to show a volcano in action, several 
comets and grand old ocean beneath them. 
The work of sawing out these specimens is 
more of a jobthan people have any idea of. 
It took two weeks to saw through the whole 
chunk, andifa mansaws one-eighth of an 
inch be has done a good day’s work. Al- 
though the substance of the iron aerolites is 
very compact, this large amount of work is 
required not on account of its hardness, but 
rather on account of its softness and for the 
purpose of making a clean and smooth cut. 

Prof. Ward has quite a collection of all 
kinds of aerolites of different sizes; but the 
largest private collection in the world is own- 
ed by Dr. J. Lawrence Smith, who has devot- 
ed himself entirely to this branch of science.

Next, the reader learns that no important 
election is complete now without a “snarling” 
letter from Mr. Bright, who, however, cannot 
be taken seriously. In his last ‘‘snarl’’ “he 
only wanted to say a spiteful thing as effect- 
iveiy as might be, and he trusted to the aver- 
age ignorance onthe part of electors not to 
look too closely into the meaning of his 
venom.** In an account of some recent pro- 
ceedings inthe House occurs this passage: 
‘*Mr. Alderman Fowler did what he could, 
with risings to order and display of gorgeous 
waistcoat, to bring back dignity to the House, 
and tried to get the brave Premier to stick to 
the guns and finish the combat that night. 
But the brave Premier wanted to go to bed.’’ 

Mr. Gladstone is favored with frequent no- 
tices in this sheet, of which this is one: 
‘Every one who compares the dignity and 
courtesy of Beelzebub, the leader of the Pan- 
demoniacal House, with the peevish tone of 
the right honorable gentleman who fills the 
same high office in England, must admire the 
superior qualifications of the fallen angel to 
those of the illustrious mortal.” But this, 
and many other delicacies which might be 
given if spaee were not too valuable, is noth- 
ing tothe following account of the Prime 
Minister’s recent accident: **The first party of 
the season was given at Marlborough House 
last night. It was only a littlemusic. Among 
the guests were the Duke and Duchess of 
Edinburgh, the Duke of Cambridge, and Mr. 
Gladstone, who dined so well that he tumbled 
down when he got home.”

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A CONSERVATIVE POLICY. 


Mr. Cupples Declares that the 
Gambling Houses Are Not 
‘in Operation. 


Can He Be Mistaken?—Church Lotteries 
to Be Suppressed—The Laws to 
Be Enforced. 


Mr. Samuel Cupples, the Vice-President of 
the new Police Board, said to a reporter for the 
PosT-DISPATCH to-day that the Board would 
enceavor to elevate the standard of the police 
force, and to assure the members of it that they 
would be sustained in the discharge of 
their duty. ‘‘Weare determined,’’ remarked 


Mr. Cupples emphatically, ‘‘that they shall not 
act thernselves or be used in the interest of 
any party, political or religious.’ "- 

GAMBLING. 

‘‘What will be the policy of the Board in ref- 
erence to the ee of gambling, which 
was so successfully and openly carried on dur- 
ing the reign of the old Board?’’ 

‘*If you will find a single ambling house in 
operation in the city of St. Louis to-day,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Cupples, ‘‘we would like to have you 
make a note ot it, aad inforrh the Commission- 
ers.’’ 

‘*Have you succeeded in closing them all?’’ 
was the persistent inquiry. 

‘‘If you will find a single one in operation 
at the present time, we would 
like to be informed of _" 
was the cautious answer. ‘‘We shall try to 
enforce the laws,’’ continued the Commis- 
sioner. ‘*We shall administer the laws in the 
interests of all the people. We don’t propose to 
drive every man through a knot hole. Our ad- 
ministration will not be radical but conserva- 
tive and just. We shall not try 
to make laws but to enforce those 
we'already have. I don’t know much about 
this interviewing,’’ continued Mr. Cupples, 
somewhat os sapageie £ ‘fandI don’t much be- 
ligye in making promises inthe outset; but I 
can assure you that we shall try to do our 
duty temperately and justly. 

LOTTERIES. 

‘We don’t prop»se to give 
churches and charitable institutions 
the exclusive franchise in St. Louis to run lot- 
teries. I think you will find no gambling 
houses in operation to-day. We cannot, of 
course, gO intoaman’s house and interfere 
with him there; but when a plate is known to 
be disorderly and openly violating 
the law, we are then authorized 
to lay cur hands upon that place and suppress 
it, which we shall proceed to do.’’ 

‘*You will ndt allow the police farce ta ho 
mséd for party purposes?’’ suggested the re- 
porter. 

**We shall not allow that under any cir- 
cumstances. We shall treat the 
force fairly and justly,and try to improve their 
morals by showing them that efficiency in the 
discharge of their duties is the thing we shall 
a 4 ag Mees them.’’ 

. Cupplies delivered his remarks hurriedly, 
while business men were waiting at his elbow, 
but nevertheless appeared much interested in 
municipal affairs and expressed himself anx- 
ious to receive the support of the peopie in the 
discharge of his duty.

Mr. Cupples is assuredly mistaken or im- 
posed upon when he says that the houses are 
all closed. They are all running in 
full blast to-day, and were in 
operation last night. .The following 
houses were running this afternoon: Pate’s;

MAJOR J. W. BOOTH. 


Death of One of thé Gidest and Best Known 
Merchants in the City. 


Still another of the oldest and most respected 
citizens of St. Louis has passed away. This 
morning at 12:30 o’clock Major James W. 
Booth died at his residence, 3801 Morgan street. 
Major Booth was 79 years and 7 months old. 


His disease was pneumonia, and he had been 
ill tortwe weeks. He had not been in very ac- 
tive business for several years, although his 
name continued at the head of the firm of J. 
W. Booth & Sons, commission merchants. He 
was, however, a hale and active old gen 
tleman, and occasionally paid a_ visit 
to the Merchants’ Exchange to 
see his old business friends. 
Up to his last illness he evinced none of the 
decay ot oldage. He possessed all his senses 
in the fullest degree, and manifested a sincere 
interest in all that was going onin the city. He 
was in the habit of calling several times a week 
at the office of his firm, No. 402 North Second 
streets, but he did no business while there. 
Aft the time ot his death, and: for a few days 
rreceding, Mr. Booth was not conscious, and 

now none of the relations who were in attend- 
ance ; neither did he recognize his physician, 
Dr. Barnes. 

Major J. W. Booth was born in Virginiu of an 
oid tamily of that State. While he was a mere 
child, however, his parents moved to Ken- 
tucky, and he was raised inthe city of Louis- 
ville. He first came to Missouri in 
1825. In the year 13830 he set- 
tled in Clarksville, Pike county, this 
State, and began merchandising. He continued 
at this for fifteen years, moving to St. Louis in 
i845. In the year 1848 be opened the commis- 
sion house on Second street, which still bears 
his name, and which has always been 
upon Second street, between Wash- 
ington avenue and Locust streets. 

_Moajor Booth leaves four grown sons, John 
N., Thomas, Edwin and George. Of these John 
N. and Thomas livein St. Louis, and consti- 
tute the active members of the firmof J. W. 
Booth and Sons. Both are married, the former 
to a Miss Garrison, and the latter to an Illinois 
lady. Thetwo younger sons now live at Ful- 
ton, Mo. Major Booth’s wite 
died in St. Louis in 1875. 
He had no daughters, and his only other rela- 
tive in St. Louis is a niece, who is the wife of 
Mr. Craig Alexander. All the old citizens of St. 
Louis, and more especially the active business 
men, knew Mr. Booth very well. The Presi- 
dent of the Exchange will call.a meeting to 
pass suitable resolutions upon the character of 
the deceased and his serviccs to St. Louis. 
Before coming to St. Louis to reside Mr. Booth 
married a Miss Naylor, of St. Charles county, 
who was acousinof Mrs. Edward Bates and 
Mis. Hamilton Gamble,

Never saw the 
statement about the officers. He asked the 
Board to take no action at the time, as he had 
placed the officers under surveillance. Mat- 
ters usually came _ to the Board through 
the Captain and the Chief.’’ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lodge: ‘‘I do not 
know whether Col. Armstrong. had Officer 
Belt’s statement or not. I did not see it. Ifa 
Commissioner has knowledge ot the violation 
oft arule by a member of the force, he refers it 
through the Chief to the Captain of the District 
in which the officeris. Matters like this usu- 
ally come with ani_$ affidavit. I think 
it was arule ofthe Board notto pay attention 
to such charges without an affidavit. Suppos- 
ing such a report as Officer Belt’s should come 
to the Board, it would be referred to the Cap- 
tain. If it come from an officer to the Captain 
ot the district and be given tothe Board, it is 
my Opinion the member of the Board should 
not receive it, as it should go to theChief, who 
is the head of the department.

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MATHISON’S MISFORTUNES. 


A Physician’s Terrible Fate of Matrimonial 
Misery Revealed. 


A petition for divorce was filed this afternoon 
by Dr. Thomas Mathison against Marie L. 
Mathison. The doctor states that he was mar- 
riea March 24, 1875, in this city, and during all 
the time that he lived with his wife he treated 


her with kindness and affec- 
tion, but that she has been 
guilty of such cruel and barbarous treatment 
as to endanger his life, and has offered such in- 
dignities to him as to render his condition in- 
tolerable. On divers occasions Dr. Mathison 
alleges that his wife threatened to take 
his life, and declared several times 
that she would have money from him or 
killhim, She frequently struck him in the face, 
and he alleges that she made vicious attacks 
upon him, at times tearing out his beard, and 
used indecent epithets towards him. On many 
occasions she used insulting language in the 
presence of his patients, told her neighbors 
that he was incompetent as a_ physician; 
that he did not provide for his family; that he 
had maltreated her and that he kept a woman 
in his office for immoral purposes. The doctor 
alleges further that Mrs. Mathison threw his 
books out of the window, hid his 
medicine, pawned his trunk, called on 
his acquaintances and maligned him.§ The 
doctor alleges that on the 25d of September 


is78, Mrs. Mathison drove him from the house, - 


first whipping and scratching him, and beat- 
ing him in the tace, and that on several 
occasions she called in a police- 
man and ordered her husband 
under arrest for pretended abuse. The Doctor 
alleges that since his wife drove him from the 
house she has persistently annoyed him by fol- 
lowing him to his office, by slandering himinthe 
presence of his neighbors, attacking himinthe 
street and on the curs, pulling his beard, slap- 
jing himinthe face and threatening to kill 
iim. The doctor alleges that his wife went to 
his office, and, in the presence of his patients, 
declared that he had deserted her, 
and that he was associating with 
confidence women. She declared that she 
would cut the Doctor's heart out with a knife; 
that he was a half nigger,!and that she had no 
respect for him, and that he was incompetent 
to practice medicine, and thathe was in no

The undience said that it was to be war 
tothe knife, and they applauded voeciferously. 
saivinistrode forward and the trouble began, 
Kachman waved his sword in bis right hand, 
While with his teft he drew his claymore an: 
prepared tor action. The onset was terriple. 
The four weapons Nashed confusedly for a 
Inoment ortwo, when Harry Crisp, the Mae- 
dutl, was seen to receive two dense stabs 
in the abdomen, Ile did 
nat falter, however, une the 
fight wenton. Round and round the stave the 
combatants danced, each waving his two weap- 
ons and Macduff getting cut every two seconds, 
mow with the claymore, now with the sword, 
The probability seemed to be that if Macheth 
intended to die at the end of the bout he woutd 
have to cominit suicide, Macduff's weapons 
bevan to get mixed = about this time, 
and the unlucky actor began to fighton Mae- 
beth’s side and hew himseift inost desperately. 
Salvini kept on until his antagonist was out of 
breath. They separated. Macbeth announced 
that no man born of woman eould 
haiimo him, and the andience applanded, 
tor every body saw that the usurper had what is 
technically known as ‘‘a soft thing,’’ and that 
itwas rational thathe should boast about it. 
Macduff replied in a very weak voice, bit 
What could bé expected from a man who had 
been swinging two heavy swords forthe last 
ten minutes, and hadreceived sufficient wounds 
tocover him with gore. The combat was resinned 
Micdnif managed by a tremendous effort to 
raulse his weapons, butfor all the exeentioa he 
did with them they might as well have been In- 
diun clubs. Ile swung them as recklessly as 
his lack of breath would allow, while his face 
ussumneda tired and agonized look that was 
very effective. Salvini kept jabbing hii first 
with his right hand and then with his left, bis 
eflorts being principally directed towards keep- 
ing his antagonist from falling upon him.

Still its stock is at the high- 
est notaeh, and it is regularly furnishing as 
many news items as any road running out of 
St. Louis.

He does not 
leave tor his new position of general passenger 
ngent of the Pennsylvania Company until the 
ist ot April. His duties there will embrace the 
pussenger business of the Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne, the Pan Ilandle and the Pennsylvania 
Central. It is possible that the Vandalia will 
be added to these. This is not considered 
probable. No successor has yet been named 
here for Mr. Ford, unless his assistant, J. M.
